Jiiany Aeronauts Will Take Pait
in German International

Contests.

NEW YORK. September 21..Any at¬
tempt to make niglita in thls counlry
Wlth a Blerlot or Fnrman aeroplnno.
or any other regulatlon-mado liyliiB
machlno whlcli they conslder an ln-
fringement on thcip patents, wlll iaeet
with the oppoaition of the Wrlght
biothera. \ Announcement to thla ef¬
fect was mnde to-dny by Wilbur
Wright in hla aeroplano shed on Gov¬
ernor'a Island, In connectlon wlth a rc-
pot.» of thc proposed Importatlon of a
Blcrlot monoplane by ll. Itaydon Sands,
of New York, and thn purchase of n
Farman blplano by J. \v. Cutzon, of
Jackson, Mt&s.

"If these machines are brought to
thls country lor tho purpose ot maklng
thghts, we will iile suits agalnst tlio
ownerB," aald .Mr. Wrlght. "Both tho
Blerlot machlne and the I-'arman ma¬
chlno are infrlngementa of our pat¬
ents."
Mr. Wrlght explained that tlie basls

for his clalm that these two forelgn
mnchlnes lnfringod on tho riKhts of
himself and his brother was not mere¬
ly. their patent on tlio warplng plalies,
that thoy basea their contentlon on
tho patent governlng tho combinatlon
of any surtaces wlth thc planes by
whlch thc machlne was made to clrclc
about or to maintain Its equlllbrlum,
Accoralng to Mr. Wrlght. \\\,o has

Been the varlous forelgn machines, the
Blerlot monoplane la ii direct infrlnge-
tnent of the Wrlght patent.

Acnrly Ready fur l-'llglil.
Whlio Mr. Wrlght haa completoly

'rssemhlod hls aeroplano wlth tlie ex-
-ception of the horl7.ont.1l rudder, lt is
not probable that ho wlll mako a tllght
to-morrow. His motor la ready for
testing and ihe monornll ls rendy to,.
be placed in posltion.
Mr. Wrlght has docldod to nttach a

canoe to tho under part of his nero-
plane. Ilo will cover it with canvas
ao that it will not illl wlth water ln
case he Ia cnmpolled bv any chnnco to
Blight in the bay.
The canoe will bo placed well in

front, as Mr. Wright. believos the ten¬
dency of tho machlne on striklng thc
water would be to plunge forward on
(Siccount of tho shape 0f tlio planea.

"But I am not going to come down
J>n the water," said Mr. Wrlght. "lt
tias already been my pollcv to take no
Jinnecessary chances, however." And
then he e'xnmlned a little pipo at-
tached to the motor to make sure that
there wa? not the alightest leakngo.

Tlio Biltmore school for forestry wlll
not be discontinued at tho end of thls
month, as was announced last sprlng
followiiig a dlfference between George
W. Vanaerbllt and Dr. c. A. Schenck,
chief foroster of the estate and lioad-
master o£ thc kcIiooI, about the leaslng
of the huntlng rights of Pisgah For¬
est, as a result of whlch Dr. Schenck's
connoctlon wlth the estato wns severea,

Lntcly Mr. Vanderbllt and Dr.
Schenck havo reached an agreement by
whlch tho school will be contlnued as
heretofore. lt is also stated that Mr.
Vanderbllt wlshes to relnstato Dr.
Schenck aa chief forester of the es¬
tate. but it ia not known whether or
not the latter will accept.

Followiiig his dtspute, wlth Mr. Van¬
derbllt some months ago. Dr. Schenck
announced that he would sever his coir-
nection wlth the Biltmore school and
opeit a Btmllar school in Germanv,
carrying hls students to dlfferent parts
of the world for ti.udy every year.
Slnce the ngreement thls' plan has been
abandoned. About.the flrst of october
he wlll go with fifteen of his students
to Germany, where be wlll give them
several months" instructlon in the
black forests of that country.

NEW YORK, .Soptember 24..Fred¬
erlck Hipsh, New York roprcnontatlvo
of a Kimtucky dlstillory, ancl a mnn

in good clrciimstancoB. though not
wcalthy, wants $200,000 for his wlfo's
affections, nnd wants that amount
from no less a peisonngo than Thoo-
doro P. Shonts, tho presidcnt ot
the $250,000,000 Ryan-Belmont Inter-
borough Metropolltan Company, prcBl-
dent of tho Toledo, St. Louis nnd
Western Rallroad, and nn ofilclal In

many corp'o'ratlons of promlncnco,
Mr, Iltpsh, through his attorney, John

F. Harrlngton, allogea that Mr. Shonts
nllenated the affections ot hls Wlto
and trlflod wlth her affections for a

period ot over two years, untll a sep¬
aratlon followed a vlolent scenc at

Xarragnnsett Ficr about a year ago.
Mr. Hipsh doesn't care so much for tho
$200,000 damages ns he does to havo

a legal exposo of the condltlon ot

wcalthy men. wrccking happy llves
ancl destroylng tho homes or thc lessor

lights of llie world. On tho othor
hand. through his attorney. Dolancy
Nlcoll, Shonts clalms that he is a vic¬
tim of mistaken Identlty. and denies
all tho allegatlons set forth by Mr.
Hipsh.

Mr. Hipsh dcclares thero ls no mis-
take about lt, and will prove his clalms
when tho case comes to trlal.

Mr. Hipsh did not learn of thc al¬
leged lntrigtie until lt had progressod
for two years. nnd then only by chance.
Hls wifo was spending the summor at
Narragansett IPer, and ho usually ran
down over Sunday. Ono Monday, not
feellng well, he dld not hnston back to
New York. Slic suggestcd a shopplna
expedltlon to a nelgllborlng vlllag.?.
Thls was taken, and upon tholr return
a note wns nwnitlng hls wlfo. Ilo
opened thc noto. and found that It
contalned very damaging evldence
agalnst the lntriguers. Thls led to a
vlolent scone. further dlscovcrlos and
n separatlon. Thc sult is a result of
his discovery .nnd he promises to pro¬
duce in court some interestlng datn.

FEARS WERE GR0UNDL&SS

protest of the Brew'ory U'orkers' Union
agalnst companles of milltla belng al¬
lowed to Join in the procession. and
announced that it would not accede.
The protest. whlcli at llrst was effec¬

tive. stated that soldiers were organ¬
ized to fight union labor. and that union
workmen should not be asked to march
behind militia.

REYES SELLS PROPERTY
Pnle Taken to Menn Thnt He Wlll

Leave Montercy.
MON'TEREY. MEX., September 24..

General Barnardo Rcyes. of this State.
has disposed ot most of hls proptrty ln
thls clty. His resldence ln Hldalgo
Street was purchased by Franclsco Ma-
clero for $70,000.

lt has been known for some tlme
that General ~Reyes had offered thla
property for sale, and this, couplod
with hls recent appllcatlon for an In-
deflnlte leave of nbsonce. is taken
to mean that tlie Governor wlll soon
leave Monterey. it was rumored in
the clty to-day that General Reves has
tondered lils reslgnatlon as Governor
of the State. hut no confirmatlon of
the rumor could be obtained ln ofil¬
clal circles, and lt is not certaln that
such actlon has been taken. The ru-
mor that General Re\v>s had retjuested
an intervlew witli Presldent Diaz lacks
confirmatlon, but is generallv cred-
ited.

Pursuanl to orders from thc head¬
quarters of the Thlrd Milltary Zone
the regiment of cavalry stationed hore
left thls clty to-dny f>r Monclova.

Into a snloon, kllllng the motorman
nnd injurlng ono pnsRengor.
Thn dond mnn was Wlllfnni Ktozle,

Ihlrty-clght years old, of Yonkers. He
leaves a Inrge famlly. Ollle Anderson,
a colored glrl, was tho only paEsenger
lnjured, One of her ankles waa brokon
nnd sho nl.sn suffers from Internal ln¬
juries. Coroner Boedocker, of Mount
Vernon, who was called to make an ln-
vcstlgHtion, sent her to St. John's Ilos-
pltal, Yonkcru, for treatment.
Thero wero throo other passengers In

tho car, but they escaped wlth bruises
and a bad shaklng up. They wero
thrown from thelr soats und sent
aprawling on tho floor.
Tho McLean Avenu0 cars run from

Yonkers to West Mount Vernon. Tho
car, with Motorman Stezlc at the
whoel, was descendlng tho incllno on
Ihe Bronx illvcr Hoad, just beforo lt
ontera Yonkers Avenue, at a fast rate.
Evldently ln the diirkncss the motor¬
man failed to seo tho curve whero the
Iracks turn sharply to tho east Into
Yonker3 Avenuo, or elso ho forgot
about tho switch. At any rato, he did
not shut off tho power as ho approach-
ed the street, whlch is only two blocks
from the West Mount Vernon terral-
nai.

Cnr Hlts (ho Bnr hall.
Tho car leaped from tho trucks, ran

across Yonkers Avenue a dlritanco of
thirty feot, cllmbeci over tho ctit'b, ran
ncroDS a wldo sllewalk. and then
crashod Into tho hig doublo front doors
of Dletrlch Schaefer's saloon, on the
northeast corner of Yonkers Avenue
nnd Bronx Rlver Road.
